Damage aggregating $175,000 are alleged to 
have grown out of the tragedy and the sub- 
sequent incarceration of the slayers. 

The suits will be filed in the Circuit court 
this morning. They are brought under the 
new dramshop law. They charge that Mrs. 
Kaufman's murder was brought about 
through the sale of intoxicants to the young 
men who committed the crime and they ask 
that substantial damages be awarded for the 
loss of services not only of the woman killed, 
but also of the murderers locked up in prison. 


Proceeding Most Spectacular. 

The sult, according to lawyers, promises 
to be the most important ever brought under 
the dramshop law of this state and also the 
most spectacular. It is possible that all four 
of the condemned slayers may be brought to 
Chicago to testify, and it is certain, in any 
event, that depositions from them will form 
part of the case of the plaintiffs. If the suits 
result in a verdict holding saloonkeepers 
financially responsible for the loss of serv- 
ices of men who commit crime while under 
saloon men, it is predicted the effect upon the

Peter J. O'Callaghan is president and Dr. 
Annie R. Ranes is superintendent. 


Will Cite Murder Trial Testimony. 

According to Dr. Ranes, it will be set forth 
in the complaints, and testimony given at the 
trial of the murderers will be adduced to sup- 
port this allegation, that the four slayers 
drank in each of the saloons just before they 
started on the automobile trip to the north 
side that ended with the attempt to hold up 
Kaufman and the murder of Mrs. Kaufman. 

The league began an inquiry into the case 
immediately after the first of the slayers had 
been arrested and continued it all through 
the trial and up to the time the convicted 
men were taken to Joliet. Subsequently the 
league was appealed to by relatives of the 
imprisoned men to institute action under the 
dramshop law and the officials of the organi- 
zation finally agreed to do this if Mr. Kauf- 
man and his children would consent to join 
in the action as complainants. 


Preliminary Action in Suits Taken. 

The Kaufmans consented to join, and yes- 
terday preliminary action in the case was 
taken when pauper affidavits were filed be- 
fore Judge Tuthill. These set forth that the 
relatives of the slayers are penniless but 
have a good cause of action and that the 
costs of the litigation will be defrayed out of 


any judgments that may be obtained. 


The section of the dramshop act under 
which the suit is filed is in part as follows:

Allowed to Count Votes. 

The order of Judge Owens extends not only 
to watching at the polls but to the counting 
of ballots. It was Judge Owens who recently 
authorized the primary on suffrage. The 
women who waited on him yesterday were 
Miss Marion Drake, representing the Tqual 
Suffrage association; Mrs. McCulloch, and 
Mrs. Myra Strawn Hartshorn, campaign 
chairman of the Woman's party. 

After a short consultation Judge Owens 
made the delegation happy by announcing 


that the election commissioners will be in- 


structed to coUperate with the suffrage work- 
ers.

If he hadn't jumped off the train to give the 
fire alarm he would have been earried 500 
miles out of his way. i 

The building was that of the Morton & 
Morton Millinery company and the girls em- 
ployed there were unaware of their danger. 
Fire starting from sparks blown from a bon- 
fire in a neighboring yard was spreading 
over the roof when firemen arrived and ex- 


tinguished it. 


Sees Fire on Roof. 

Foley arrived in Chicago early in the aft- 
ernoon and climbed on a Chicago & North- 
western railroad freight train, thinking it 
was one that would take him to St. Louis. 
While the train was passing through Oal 
Park Foley saw the fire on the roof of the 
building. He jumped off the train when he 
saw no one else seemed to be aware of the 
flames, ran to the building and shouted a 
warning.

Snow had questioned the 
good faith of Mr. Cermak in offering the 
resolution just at primary season, Mayor 
Harrison took occasion to inject 4 remark 
and Ald.

Points to Discrimination.

“that the equalization work of the board of 
review in regard to loop properties as com- 
pared with the valuations placed on residence 
properties shows the small owners are dis- 
criminateéd agamst. While the loop proper- 


tles of the wealthy are lowered, the property 


in the residence districts is correspondingly 
increased. 

“TI tell you, gentlemen, the perversion ef 
the tax laws is open andnotorious. Thecor 
poration counsel should investigate this mat- 
ter and stop this unjust discrimmation. He 
should take such legal steps as may be needed 
to equalize this property valuation. I have 
here the records of the board of review which 
show this unfair attitude and the enjoyment 
of special privileges by loop property owners.

DREW TRUST AGREEMENT 


Planned to Divide Up Man's 
Wages; Must Repay or Face 
Contempt Charge. 


Four lawyers are in a most unenviable po- 
sition before United States District Judge 
Landis in a loan sherk case presented to the 
judge yesterday by Attorneys Thomas J. 
Peden. and Daniel P. Trude of Tus TRIsunD 
Anti-Loan Shark bureau. If they undo part 
of their questionable dealings by turning in 
to Clerk Joseph O Sullivan by noon today cer- 
tain moneys taken from the wages of a bank- 
rupt they may escape contempt proceedings. 
Otherwise, the court intimated, something 
serious may happen. ; 

The lawyers are Walter D. Jones, attorney 
for the bankrupt, who described himself as 
a Good Samaritan"; V. A. G. Murrell, at- 
torney for Grocer Sol “Westerfield, who tied 
up the bankrupt's wages and forced him to 
desperation with an assignment which the 
judge described as mere wasté paper: 
Sidney Carr Carroll, an attorney who oper- 
ates four of the leading loan shark concerns 
of the city, Blair & Co., Greer & Co., Lloyd 
& Co., and Read & Co.; and n Clark. 
attorney for Carroll. 

The vietim in the case is a W switch- 
man. He was being bled by five loan 
sharks, and was in debt to his grocer and 
landiord. Last fall his grocer refused to 
allow him any more credit, and threatened 
to sue him for the amount due. Later he 
agreed to accept an assignment of his wages 
and the payment of monthly installments on 
his account. The switchman defaulted in 
these payments, and the grocer tied up his 
wages by filing a notice of assignnient on 
Dec. 8, 1911. This the court hela void. 

With his wages tied up by the grocer’ the 
man was unable to meet the exactions of 
the five sharks to whom he was paying 
usury, and sought the advice of a lawyer 
whose advertisement he saw in a morning 
paper—not THe TRIBUNE. 


Victim Sees Lawyer’s “Ad.” 

The lawyer, Walter D. Jones, advertised 
to give advice free and to specialize. in 
bankruptey law. He advised the filing of a 
petition in bankruptcy. The petition was 
filed on Jan. 12. On Feb. 6 Jones appeared 
before Judge Landis in his chambers and, 
claiming that the case was urgent, secured 
the issuance of an order restraining the 
crediters of the bankrupt from making any

Charge That Victor Lawson 
Pays Only $17.32 Tax on Lot 
and House Shown False. 


W. H. THOMPSON'S TRICK. 


Officials Give Facts Showing 
Double Assessment Rate 
Paid in 1910. 


A clerical error made in the office of the 
board of assessors of Cook county—an error 
acknowledged on the records and documents 
in the assessing office—furnished William 
Hale Thompson, Lorimer's candidate for 
board of review, an opportunity to expose 
Victor F. Lawson as a tax dodger.’ The 
„expose was made in a Thompson speech 
Wednesday night and in the Chicago Inter 
Ocean, Lorimer’s newspaper organ. 

The exposé was that Mr. Lawson for the 
year of 1911 paid only $17.32 on a $1,000 real 
estate assessment on his residence and land 
at 1500 Lake Shore drive.“ 


Pay the Taxes to Get the Receipt 

An inquiry yesterday flattened out the sen- 
sation. The actual assessment against Mr. 
Lawson for that particular property totals 
$208,185, divided $128,185 for ground value and 
$75,000 for the building. That is the normal 
assessment. It is that for 1912. In 1910, how- 
ever, the extension clerk, while still assessing 
the ground at $128,185, erroneously raised the 
value of the building to $293,000, a total of 
$421,185, or $218,000 in excess of what the 
assessment was meant to be. 

A representative of the Lorimer-Lincoln 
league went to the county treasurer’s office 
and paid the $17.32 charged against Mr. Law- 
son in order to flash Mr. Lawson's original 
receipt as campaign materlal. This receipt 
thus secured was an “ exhibit ’’ at Thomp- 
son's meeting. With the system in vogue 
any one can pay any one else's taxes. 


Only Way to Remedy Error. 

As to the erroneous taxes assessment 
against Mr. Lawson, Chief Clerk Krutckoff 
of the board of assessors says he did not 
discover the mistake until the books were 
in the hands of the county treasurer. No 
question had been raised with the board of 
review, and Mr. Lawson paid the excess 
and acquiesced in a suggestion that the 
board give him credit for the overpayment 
on the following year, 1911. Mr. Krutckoff 
said yesterday that Mr. Lawson in reality 
gave Cook county the use of his money one 
year in advance for nothing, and still paid 
on 814.815 above his true assessment, not 
including the $1,500 ‘* remedial! assessment.“ 

„We had no right to change the valuation 
after the books left our hands, and the 
method applied was the only one to remedy 
the error. Similar corrections have been 
made for other freeholders,” said Mr. 
Krutckoff. 


Statement. by Assessors. 

Assessors Schmidt and Weber made the 
following statement: 

“The board of assessors have investigat- 
ed the assessment of the property owned by 
Mr. Victor F. Lawson, which is located at 
the northwest corner of the Lake Shore drive 
and Burton place, and find that in 1909 the 
land and buildings were assessed at $203, 
185; that for 1910 the same property was in- 
creased to $421,185 dy the building depart- 
ment of the board of assessors, through an 
error, and without notice to the owner. 

No improvements have been made to jus- 
tify the increase, and in order to rectify the 
error made as above stated the board of 
assessors reduced the amount to a nominal 
sum of $1,500 for one year in order that the 
owner would be reimbursed for the excess 
tax which was paid, at the suggestion of 
the board of assessors. 

„% Mr. Lawson paid this assessment on the 
condition that the assessment would be re- 
duced by an amount equal to the increase 
made in 1910 through error. The reason for 
the reduction of the amount for 1910 appears 
upon the assessors’ warrants and official 
records. The assessment for 1912 has been 
restored to the original assessment of 3208. 
185, and that also appears of record.” 


HOME RULE BILL FOR IRELAND 
TO BE INTRODUCED APRIL 11.

LONDON, April 4.—The draft of the home 
rule or Irish government Dill, as it will be 
known officially, has been completed and it 
will be introduced on April 11. 

The differences between the ministry and 
the Irish Nationalists over the revenues to 
be raised have resulted in a compromise by 
which the customs excise will be collected 
by the imperial government, but the Irish 
parliament may vary these duties subject 
to the veto of the imperial parliament. 

Under the provision the Irish parliament ) 
is denied the right to imposee duty on Brit- 
ish goods. Ireland will not contribute to 
the imperial revenues for a certain number 
of years. It is understood the Irish repre- 


sentation in the British parliament will be 
reduced to about forty. 

It is understood that the Irish parliament 
will consist of two houses, which will sit in 
Dublin. Part of the membership of the Irish 
senate will be nominated by the crown.

their patents to the company, for which they 
were to receive in full payment $249,000 par 
value of stock of the company.

The measure pro- 
vides for the revocation of the license of any 
theater which sells tickets to brokers or 
takes back unsold tickets from scalpers. 
The revocation is made on order of the 


| mayor. 


There was a lively session of the commit- 
tee in the afternoon, the managers of all the 
theaters being present. All declared the the- 
ater men wanted the brokers put out of busi- 
ness, Then they began talking about an- 


other amendment to reduce the $1,000 license 


to $500. 
Want License Fee Reduced. 


“We want the license reduced,” George 


Kingsbury of the Chicago Opera house said. 
“It is generally understood this license was 
raised trom $500 as a sort of a punishment 
for the theaters because of the scalping 
practice.“ 

Ald. Fisher demanded to know where such 
an understanding was obtained. 

“I want to say right here,” he added, 
“that if there is going to be any trading with 
this scalping ordinance I am against it. We 
are not considering any license reduction 
but an Ordinance to prevent scalping.’ 

“ Personally I won't vote for a reduction tn 
the license until this anti-ecalping ordinance 
is passed and we see how it is going to 
work,” Ald. Ryan said. 

The alderman then took issue with state- 
ments of the theater men that the theaters 
were doing all in their power to stop * 
ing.

Philadelphia, Pa., April 4~—~{Special.J—Aft- 
er disputes and scientific discussions and 
countless expensive experiments which have 
failed to establish any conclusion on the 
point, Dr. Peyton Rouse of the Rockefeller 
institute today presented to the American 
Society for Cancer Research, tn session here. 
indisputable evidence that cancer in at least 
one form is the result of infection, thereby 
laying this dread disease open to a new 
means of combative approach and probably 
altering deeisively the entire plan of attack 
against it. 

“The influence of a filterable agent on the 
behavior of a chicken sarcoma, or cancer,” 
was the title of the communication presented 
by Dr. Rouse. 

The fact that the filterable agent is nothing 
more or less than an extract made from a 
growing cancer, which, after all known 


germs had been taken, still produced the can- 
cerous infection, proves without doubt that 
in this variety of cancer, at least, a para- 
sitical growth is set up in a healthy body in 
a way similar to that in which curable germ 
diseases are produced by inoculation of virus 
— N ein.

DEATHS BY AUTOS 


Members of A. A. A. Board Es- 
tablish Neutral Zone on 
Motor Racecourses.

Spurred to action by the number of deaths 
and injuries which characterized dirt track 
racing in the United States last year, the con- 
test board of the American Automobile. ass0- 
ciation has legislated against evils. which 


made the slaughter ot twelve persons at Syr- 


acuse and the death of Basle at Hawthorne 
and Pearce at Sioux City possible. The col- 
lapse of the stand at Elgin, which endangered 
the lives of hundreds of spectators last year, 
is recognized by a ruling which provides that 
the official in charge of the race may.delay 
its progress whenever the exigency demands. 

The new code was issued by William 
Schimpf of the contest board. It followed a 


searching investigation of defects in the old laws 
governing speed contests. For some time the A. 
A. A. has branded dirt track racing as undesirable. 
Frequent eccidents) many of them fatal, was the 
cause. In a great many cities where racing is pop- 
ular no course for the contests is found other than 
former horse racing courses. It was on such 4 
course that Lee Oldfield caused the death of twelve 
spectators at Syracuse. 

The Oldfield tragedy caused the most radical 
chenge. The pilot dashed through the outer rail. 
His machine crushed ite victims. The new rule to 
prevent’sfmilar accidénts follows: 

In meets on mile and half mile tracks it now ig 
imperative to remove the top rail from the inner 
fence of the track and to establish a neutral sone on 
either side of the track from which spectators are 
barred. This zone is forty feet. wide at the end 
curves and thirty feet on the straightaways.’’

today sent to congress his second message of 
the present year on economy and efficiency 
jn the government service. He recommended 
the passage of legislation designed to save 
more than 31,000,000 annually. 
Probably his two most striking proposals 
were that the local government offices in 
the treasury, postoffice, justice, interior, and 
commerce and labor departments be placed 
in the classified service and that the revenue 
cutter service be consolidated with the light- 
house ser vice in the department of commerce 
and la bor. 

° Extends Classification Service. 

By the first change, the president said, 
congress could effect a saving of at least 
410,000,000 annually. In a previous message 
de had predicted the consolidation of the 
two services of the sea would save about 
$1,000,000 yearly. ; 

The president concluded with an appeal } 
to congress to appropriate the $200,000 nec- 
gesary to support the economy efficiency 
eommission for another year, with $50,000

Recommendations Made.

CHRIST CHURCH, New Zealand, April 4. 
The Central News is authorized to make 
Public extracts from a private letter written 
by Capt. Scott under date of Oct. 28. on the 
eve of his departure south.

No Attempt at Race. 

We shall leave for the south, says Capt. 
Scott, “with high hopes of accomplishing 
our object, despite the reverse of last sea- 
Son, but there ts a chance we may not catch 
the ship. Therefore we have decided to ar- 
range for its return in 1913, as, whatever 
may happen, it must leave on its return to 
New Zealand before March 19. 


“IT am fully alive to the complications in 


the situation arising from Capt. Amundsen's 
presence in the Antarctic, but as any at- 
tempt at a race might have been fatal to 
our chance of getting to the pole at all, I je- 
cided long ago to do exactly as I should 
have done had Amundsen not beer. here. 


Says He Deserved Luck, 

If he gets to the pole he would be bound to 
do it rapidly with dogs, and one foresees that 
success will justify him. This way he is tak- 
ing a big risk, and if he gets through he will 
have deserved his luck.

Wickersham Says Concern 
Must Be Divided Into Six 
Parts Instead of Two. 


NEGOTIATIONS STILL ON. 


Attorney General Holds Plant for 
Each Patent Means Com- 
petition. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 4.—[Special.]— 
Attorney General Wickersham has rejected 
the proposal to dissolve the ‘“‘ harvester 
trust by dividing the concern into two 
companies. He demands the division of the 
corporation into six parts, each of which 
shall manufacture one of the patents on 
harvesters controlled by the concern. 

This is the first serious complication of the 
negotiations for an amicable reorganization 
of the International Harvester company 80 
as to make it conform to the Supreme 
court’s interpretation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

Negotiations Are Still On. 

It was stated tonight, however, that the 
negotiations are not entirely off, but thata 
further attempt will be made by the rep- 
resentatives of the company to reach an 
agreement with the department of justice. 

The offer to split the company into two 
parts was made by General Counsel Edgar 
A. Bancroft to Mr. Wickersham some time 
ago. In the meantime the attorney general 
received a detailed report on the affairs of 
the company from the experts of the bureau 
of corporations. 

After studying this report Mr. Wickersham 
decided that the only adequate dissolution 
would be a disintegration of the corporation 
into six companies with a distribution of 
the Deering, McCormick, Plano, and other 
patents on harvesting machinery, That 
plan, he thought, would restore competition. 

Bancroft Argues for Plan. 

Mr. Bancroft conferred with the attorney 
general today and argued for the proposi- 
tion he had submitted. He proposed that 
each of the two companies into which he 
would divide the trust should manufacture 
all six of the patents. He suggested that 
each company should control 40 per cent of 
its stock and the other 60 per cent should go 
to the stockholders of the present company. 
Mr. Wickersham informed Mr. Bancroft this 
plan could not be accepted under any circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Bancroft will continue the negotiations 
for a settlement with Assistant Attorney 
General Fowler. 
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CHARGES MANY CONGRESSMEN 
WITH BEING ‘APPROACHABLE,’ 


Representative Randell of Texas Sets 
Houre by the Ears by Allegations 
Against Members, 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—Representa- 
tive Randell of Texas, a Democrat, set mem - 
bers of the house by the ears today when 
he charged that many congressmen were 
“approachable” while engaged in legisia- 
tive work. 

“I make the assertion,” he declared. " that 
nearly every member of this house is in 
the employ of some interest or is subject 
to some influence, and what holds true of 
the house is equally true of the senate. I. 
say this with the hope that I may hurt no 
one's feelings.“ 

The Texas member was discussing his bill 
before the judiciary committee to prohibit 
any federal employé from recelving any re- 
tainer from any corporation engaged in in- 
tersiate commerce. 

Fer men are, he declared, “ guilty of 
being corruptly influenced, but the fact re- 
mains they are subject to influence.“
